Upon leaving this school, I can't. 
*help but wonder. what is its future. 1 
have seen the making of its past, but 
few people realized what had happened 
in the process of giving this school a 
heritage. This school was started as 
probably the most conservative 
institution in the city. It is supposed to 
be a Community College but: it has 
failed in the attempt to be a good one. 
Reasons for this failure, is but one — 
Lack of foresight by those who control 
this school. 

In September 1964, this school 
opened with about 700 freshmen in a 
‘revamped department store: These 
first freshmen and the ones to follow 
the next two succeeding semesters 
enjoyed space and seclusion. Someone 
got the bright idea that this school 
could hold a lot more than were 
already admitted. The internal 
increase of students in the school has 
progressed so fast and in so.short a 
time, that in 1970, September, this 
place will be 500 students short of the 
theoretical limit of 5,000 students. For 
those who don't quite understand the 
meaning of this happening. trv to 
understand this. When this school was 
started, there was 150 square feet per 
student. This has dropped this 
semester to 50 square feet per student 
and it is projected that in September, 
1970, it will be down to 20 square feet 
per student. If one still does not realize 
the implications of the student 
increase, ponder this fact. More 
Students were admitted January '70, 
than the original freshmen class. 
Probably the major reality of all this 

~ is, the school has still not expanded 
outwardly. The Admissions 
Department has to take a stand 
finally. They have several choices in 
making a decision. 1) They can close 
down their open door policy and stop 
the potential chaos in September or 
else 2) proceed as they have in the past 
and admit the first 1,500. Why`must 
this confrontation exist? The answer 
is, nobody knows. 

There are 24 curriculums at this 
college, three of which are 


transferable, the others are terminal. ` 
hy does Community. 


The question is, 
College take on the burden of business 
in this city? This college at its. expense 
pays for their manpower. Whv can't 
the big business comptex ot this city 
take on their responsibility and train 
people in their own companies 
(specialization of tasks) and send 
them to Community College. for 
refinement. This will never happen but 
it's nice to know that it should.

- In the Sunday Bulletin (April 19th) there was an article which told of Mayor

powers in such form as to them shall 
seem most likely to insure their safety 
and happiness. Common sense implies 
that temporary conditions and 
situations are not enough. to abolish a 
long-established government. 
However, when a long train of abuses 
and injustices pursuing the same 
object show a design to reduce them to 
complete hopelessness. it is their 
privilege and duty to overthrow that 
government and provide new guards 
for their future security. 

Such has been the case -of the 
oppressed and divided masses in this, 
country: and such is now the necessity 
which forces them to rebel against 
their former systems of government. 
The history of the present extablished 
military -industrial power complex is 
one of the constant injuries. unjust 
laws. prejudice. and suppression of 
truth, resulting in tyranny over the

A LETTER FROM TATE. 


` Dear Dr. Bonnell: 


Thank you for your letter with 
respect to the sit-in at the Community 
College of Philadelphia. 


Although sit-ins and other 
demonstrations, as you say, may have 
become ‘‘an expected part of college 
life,” they still pose for those of us 
entrusted with the administration of 
the government for all of the people 
the same problems of public safety 
necessary in City life. 


In the performance of these public 
duties. we are in a position to 
recognize the non-academic aspects of 
what you may consider totally 
academic situations, and we, in 
government, must focus our thinking 
on the general public good. 


The situation at the Community 
College, while it may have been 
peaceful, as you have described it. 
certainly contained ingredients that, in 
similar cases, have provided non- 
peaceful repercussions. This office 
received numerous calls from anxious 


parents and concerned taxpayers with 
respect to the sit-in, and inasmuch as 
this was taking place inside of a City 
institution, it became necessary for 
city forces to react appropriately to 
the situation. 


The refusal of the College 
Administration to permit the police to 
enter the building, which is City 
property, unless by invitation. 
certainly cannot be countenanced in 
view of their mission to preserve the 
general public safety, and I do believe 
that the reserve and judicious: actions 
on the part of the police in this matter 
are deserving of commendation. - 


I am also addressing this 
communication to the members of the 
Board of Trustees to solicit their views 


on this situation. which I hope and ` 


trust will not be repeated.
